Last week we were talking about 
the 3 layers of skin and I ran out of 
room before I got to the middle & 
bottom parts. 
The 
middle 
layer 
has 
blood 
vessels and nerves and is stuck 
together 
with 
collagen/ 
the 
toughest of all protein. Also it has 
elastic fibers which allow the skin 
to stretch. Its main purpose is to 
feed the outer layer also it protects 
the skin against injuries. 
The bottom layer consists mainly 
of fatty tissue. 
It will vary in 
thickness from one area of the body 
to another and on some of us that is 
considerable. The main purpose of 
the bottom layer is to act as in­ 
sulation to preserve body heat. 
Corns are raised circular do- 
hickeys. The center or core of the 
corn is rough, hard, and presses on 
the nerves endings. Now that don't 
sound like much but when a corn 
starts hurting it will turn an op­ 
timist into a sore-tailed bear. 
Corns come in two forms, hard 
and soft. Hard corns occur on the 
exposed areas of the toes, while soft 
corns show up between the toes, 
and are kept soft by perspiration. 
Corns are usually caused by tight 
or improper fitting shoes or a foot 
deformity of some sort. 
Calluses occur mainley on the 
hands and feet as a 
result of 
pressure or 
friction. 
They 
are 
simular to corns only they do not 
have a core.

A new baby boom appears 
to be in the offing in Collin 
County. 
That 
is what

forecast for the rest of the 
70’s. 
The indications are that 
there will be a m arked in­ 
crease in the num ber of 
births, locally and in most 
other areas of the country, 
during the next few years, 
despite the fact that women 
in general still plan to have 
sm aller fam ilies than their 
parents and grandparents 
had 
The expectation of bigger 
baby crops is based upon the 
sh a rp 
in c re a se 
in 
th e 
num ber of m arriages now 
taking place. That is due, in 
turn, to the avalanche of 
young men and women, born 
between 1950 and 1955, when 
birth rates were at a record 
high, who are now reaching 


m arital age and setting up 
their own households.

Scripture: I Peter 2: 1-10 
As we approach being a 
church officially, it seem s 
fitting that we m ight discuss 
what it m eans to

you have lim itless respon- 
sibilites and dem ands placed 
upon you.

The scriptures 
say that when this sinful, 
rebellious young man had 
spent all, he cam e to him self 
and said, “ where can I go” . 
There was no question in his 
mind, he could go home. Not 
because he was worthy, but 
b ec au se his fa th e r 
w as 
worthy. 
Again, take the parable of 
the good Sam aritan. 
The 
S a m a rita n 
asked 
no 
questions about the m an who 
had been beaten and robbed. 
He saw him as one who had 
need an d 
he 
w ent 
and 
m inistered to that need. 
Church Must Care 
The church, it seem s to 
m e, if it is to be the church, 
has to care. It m ust stand 
ready 
to m inister to all 
people at all tim es in all 
places. 
The ch u rc h m ust co n ­ 
stantly be judging itself in 
order 
to 
keep 
out 
false 
doctrine and irresponsible 
activity. But, it m ust never 
pass judgem ent upon him 


who has need as though it 
were our right to refuse him 
on the basis of character or 
worthiness. The church m ust 
be willing to live when all 
others say no. Home is the 
place where you go and they 
have to let you in. The 
church is and m ust be a 
sanctuary. A shelter from 
the wind and cold, where 
someone will listen, where a 
hand is alw ays w arm and 
tender. 
They 
brought to Jesus a 
woman who by all worldly 
standards deserved to die.

Thirdly, the church shares 
its faith.

We 
m ust not build an 
ivory 
tower to hide away in where 
we do not have to look upon 
and do som ething about the 
hurts of men. 
The church at best then is 
a servant church. It knows 
what it believes, it cares 
ab out 
people 
and 
does 
som ething about it. 
The Dead Sea 
You are fam iliar with the 
Dead Sea and its life style. It 
receives, but does not give 
out. Its w a te rs sta g n a te 
easily because there is no 
generation of new life. Its 
inhabitants are few and their 
value is nil. 
The church has the sam e 
danger of taking in without 
giving out. Of stagnating 
b ec au se of lack of c ir ­ 


c u la tio n , 
and 
h av in g 
m inim al life through lack of 
expression. 
The church, if it is to be the 
church God intended, m ust 
be 
v ib ra n t, 
aliv e, 
e n ­ 
thusiastic, always fresh with 
new people and new ideas. 
Always self giving flowing 
out across the com m unity in 
the joy of the faith. A chosen 
race, a 
royal 
priesthood, 
god's own people. No longer 
in darkness, but free from 
sin, 
people 
who 
hav e 
received the m ercy of God. 
If we are to be the church, 
we will constantly be looking 
beyond 
ourselves, 
beyond 
our doors to the com m unity 
and its needs and beyond the 
com m unity 
to 
the 
world 
o u tsid e. F o r th e gospel 
co m es 
to 
P lano 
and 
Richardson and D allas, to 
Texas, these United States 
and to the World. 
The m agic num ber with 
which we are to share the 
faith is the population of the 
World. 
What Is a Church? 
W hat does it m ean to be 
the church? It m eans first of 
all you m ust accept God s 
love unto yourself and know 
the joy of being num bered 
am ong His people. You m ust 
know the feeling of helping 
som eone who could not help 
them selves. Of sharing the 
m essage with someone who 
has not heard it in a way that 
m ade it seem im portant to 
them . 
God has blessed us with a 
great opportunity to be a 
church. L et’s keep the faith, 
accept the challenge, win the 
victory to the glory of God 
and the service of m en.
